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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments with respect to Laroche are persuasive. Specifically, if the 
buffer of Laroche is interpreted as equivalent to the claimed "codebook", Laroche does 
not disclose the limitations in the 5"^ and 6^ paragraphs of independent claims 6 and 13. 
That is, Laroche does not teach, when a transient is not detected, that the codebook is 
determined so the erid of the codebook is "to the left" (i.e. earlier in time). Furthermore, 
Laroche does not teach, when a transient is detected, that the codebook is determined 
so that a synchronization point prior to the transient is not allowed (synchronization 
points may occur before the transient). 

Therefore, absent any teaching or suggestion in the prior art of record of these 
limitations, claims 6-13 are allowed.
